Guilbert b y H. D. W addell, s ta te ex­ 


aminer. 
The re p o rt tru ly puts the 


city in an unenviable light. 
In m a rk ­ 
ed c o n tra st is an o th e r re p o rt of an ex­ 


amination at Salem . 
T h ere it w as 


found business-like m eth o d s had been 


employed. 
In W ellsville funds w ere 


tran sferred w ithout au th o rity and it 
was impossible to locate a bond which 


it was claimed had been paid. 
In the city c le rk ’s office, un d er the 
incumbency of J a m e s M cQueen, the ex­ 
aminer found a condition which 
he 
criticised as follows: 


I found an unusual condition exist­ 


ing in th is office. 
W ith th e exception 


of a s tu b book co n tain in g th e item s 


of o rd in a ry exp en d itu res for a portion 


of one year, th e re w ere no books or 


records show ing the financial tra n s a c ­ 


tions of t h e city durin g tho term of his 
'crvice a s city clerk. 
Mr. M cQueen 


collected tho re n ts from th e ten a n ts of 


the city, which w ere properly covered 


to the c ity tre a s u re r as n e a r as I could 


ascertain from th e tre a s u re r’s records 


—not his own accounts.” 
From th e city trea su re r's books it 
wats shown th at on March IO, 1002, the 


receipts w ere $344,083.50 and expendi­ 
tures $245,216.50. 
B alance in all funds 
March 16. 1903, w as $99,767. 
The am ounts due th e city from gen­ 


eral taxation as certified from 
the 


county auditor for y e ar en d in g M arch 
M. 1903, were properly c redited to the 


various funds by the city treasu rer, 
Mr. A ndrew s, w ith th e following ex 
eeptions: 
T h e general fund of city, F eb ru ary 
23, 1903, w as entitled to 
$3,139.29, 
w hereas the city treasurer, in addition 
to this am ount, 
w ithout 
authority 
credited to this fund $495.44 properly 
belonging to the police 
fund, 
and 
$2,337.27 properly belonging to 
the 
funds for redem ption of w a ter w orks 
bonds. 
“ I w as u n ab le to find T en th street 
Bond No. 2, which according to the 
trea su re r's books had been paid. 
Mr. 
A ndrew s sta te s th a t if this cancelled 
bond cannot be found th a t he will fu r­ 
nish satisfacto ry proof th a t it had been 
paid w hen due. Ju n e I, 1902. 
‘‘P aying out ord er No. 132. dated 
A ugust 2. 1902, for $157, sew er fund 
w as incorrectly charged to the general 
fund. 
‘‘In conclusion. I wish to say that 
the p re sen t city auditor, Mr. C harles 
McGregor, is greatly em b arrassed in 
the p roper adm inistration of his office 
ow ing to th e fact that his predecessor 
failed to keep proper accounts and 
records, and I recom m end th a t the 
city council employ him to e n te r up in 
now books all the financial tran sac 
tlons o f th e city beginning with the 
balances in the various funds by this 
report on M arch 16, 1903. 
‘‘Tile w a te r w orks and m ay o r’s ac 
counts wore not checked up by me 
If I have an opportunity hereafter, an 
exam ination of these accounts will bt 
m ade and a supplem ental re p o rt flied 
but if I h a v e not, I recom m end that, 
the acco u n ts of th ese d e p artm e n ts for 
the c u r re n t y e ar be included in the 
next re g u la r exam ination of said city 
by your d e p artm e n t.”

Trenton, X. J., December 2.— (Spa­ 
tial.)--N otw ithstanding tho retarded 
condition of the local pottery trade 
the Bcllmark pottery last week sue- 
cceded in placing a largo government 
order for sanitary equipments to be 
installed in the postoffice building in 
Philadelphia. This is one of tho most 
satisfactory contracts secured by 
a 
local pottery in some months. 
More 
than IOO closets arc included In the 
order and almost twice as many slabs. 
These are to be made from the most 
expensive clays, as per tests which 
were made by the government experts 
before the contract was awarded. The 
Denmark pottery has done considera­ 
ble work for the government of late, 
equipping several postoffices and other 
public buildings in the west, south 
and southwest. 
In all cases hundreds 
of pieces have been included in 
the 
orders. 
Tho 200,000 pieces of dinner ware 
which is being made bv the Interna­ 
tional pottery for the American army 
in tile Philippines is being turned out 
with remarkable rapidity and already 
several consignments have been con­ 
signed to the government arsenal at 
League Island, 
Philadelphia. 
While 
tin' other potteries are complaining of 
poor business the International pottery 
is utilizing its working force in prepar­ 
ing goods for next year's market. The 
company has never produced anything 
more artistic than its new handled Jar­ 
dinieres, which will be ready for the 
trade at the outset of the new year. 
They are decorated in floral designs 
whi* h are laid on a background of soft 
yellow shades which seem

of the ware.

OPEN AIR CURE IS 
INDORSED BY BOARD 


Columbus State Hospital Trustees Fav­ 
or Erection of Cottage Especially 
for Tuberculosis Patients. 
Columbus, December 2.—(Special.) 
—The outdoor camp established last 
summer for patients of the Colum­ 
bus state hospital who were suffering 
with tuberculosis has attracted 
so 
much attention over the state that 
the reports made by Superintendent 
Stockton and the board of trustees re- 
gardng tho success of the experiment 
will be read with much interest. 
Superintendent Stockton says: 
"Statistics show that .17 
patients 
died from tuberculosis a t the institu­ 
tion during the past year. 
Overcrowd­ 
ing, which has been necessary 
for 
several years, is believed to contrib­ 
ute to the spread of this disease. 
Of 
22 women receiving treatm ent in the 
< imp, 22 gained in weight. 
"The out-of-door treatm ent is cred­ 
ited with the following results; 
It 
removed from the over-crowded wards 
.16 patients and decreased the danger 
Of spreading tho disease by the in 
factious sputa; the mode of life is 
more pleasant and was much appre­ 
ciated; tiicjr’ we 1*0 beyefltftJ both phy- 
•sicnHy and mentally:, 22-.case* gained 
an average of 9.7 pounds; four far ad­ 
vanced cases died In ‘<?nmp.” 
In 
its report to 
Governor Nash 
Hie board of trustees says: 
“During the past summ er and fall a 
number of patients suffering from tu­ 
berculosis were kept In tents, the aam! 
boing placed in tho rear of the hoar 
Ihtal building, where they were mad* 
very comfortable, and a number of’ 
Ahem made constant Improvement dur­ 
ing the time they remained out of 
doors. 
"The superintendent Is of the opin­ 
ion that this mode of treating that 
\lass of patients is correct in practi­ 
cal results and Should lie further ex­ 
tended during the coming year. 
The 
legislature will be called upon to make 
an appropriation for the treatm ent of 
tubercular patients. 
"The erection of » building for thl*: 
purpose wquld greatly enhance the ef­ 
ficiency o f the entire institution, as it 
is clearly (hqnojintrated that patients 
with thist droad/>d,and in| ■reusing dis­ 
ease should he separated frotp the 
othor patients in the, ihst^tution in 
care and treatment. 
"We call attention to the report of 
Hie superintendent mum tills particle 
lar subject and we urge an appropri­ 
ation to lie made by th,* legislature 
to erect a suitable building for the 
care of this class of patients, believing 
that the time has come when patients 
suffering from this 
disease 
should 
have separate aud distinct treatment 
from the other class of patients in the 
institution.”

Mexican silver, or 261 j cents In gold. 
The difference between 26*4 cent* and 
$100 Is 73Vj cents, which is natur 
ally in favor of the M exican producer, 
when ills product comes into com peti­ 
tion With that of the U nited States 
planter in the m arkets of the world. 
One other advantage is that w hile the 
United States sugar planter is com­ 
pelled to plant Ids crop each year, the

The bankruptcy proceedings against 
Dowie wert' based on the allegation 
that he is insolvent and that while ie 
this financial condition he committed 
an act of bankruptcy by m aking a 
preferential payment on Nov. 2 to Hie 
Estreeter Lum ber company for $2,770 
Dowie has been hard pressed by his 
creditors, and especially since it. was 
announced that his recent mission to 
New York had proved unsuccessful 
financially. 
Dowie is known to have accumula*- 
ed a large sum as the head of the 
Christian Catholic church, the assets 
of the organization being estimated at 
between $20,000,000 and $30,000,000

It is impossible to esti­ 
mate the liabilities or assets of Dowie. 
Zion’s affairs are complicated, and It 
w ill take several weeks, I believe, be­ 
fore any idea of Dowie’s finances can 
he had." 
Last Wednesday Dowie's first con­ 
fession of weakness was made at a 
rallv at Zion City. 
“ A lot of you po ode have Cash in 
your pockets,” Dowie said to his fob 
lowers. 
“ Dig down and get it out. 
If 
is God’s and we need it in his work. 
You arc cowards if you don’t give t: 
up. 
Deposit It.” 
Dowie talked in the same strain for 
more than an hour, tears glistening on 
his cheeks as he told of the financial 
straits in which the Zion industries 
found thailiselves.

Macon, Mo., Dec. 2.— A young men 
who dec!ar vs he is Frederick Strube, 
wanted at Havana. 111., on the charge 
of having killed Alice Henninger, was 
arrested hero. 
Strube had been work­ 
ing for a Macon county farm er and 
came to town, met Chief of Police 
Woods n< ar tho Wabash railroad sta 
Hon and gave himself tip. 
Later in 
the day he was examined by City A t­ 
torney .V I. Lacy and admitted the 
charges 
aga'nst 
him. 
Ho said he 
struck M iss Henninger with a monkey 
wrench tx r inse she laughed at him 
when he pressed her to m arry hint. 
They were in a buggy and. he said, 
fell out of th ' vehicle during the strug­ 
gle, and on the ground he again struck 
and killed her and afterward burled 
her bo iv. 
Strube said he went to Quincy, 111., 
and w hile there passed a number cf 
policemen on tho street. 
During his 
story he broke down and cried many 
times. 
He said he is perfectily w ill­ 
ing to go back to Illinois and “ take 
my chances.” 
Strube declared he was driven to 
desperation 
the refusal of the girl 
to ntarry him and that he was practi­ 
cally Insane when he killed her. 
A reward of $1,400 is outstanding 
for his arrest and conviction.
